Expansion and the future are two 
items heading the list of the feasibili- 
ty study under way for the.Antloch 
Public Library District 

A $4,500 grant from the Illinois 
Secretary of State Jesse White's 
"Bring In. An Expert" program is 
being used to cover the cost of 
having an architect look at the 
possible expansion of the library 
,,-^ontc^ property which the district.' 
. . n already owns. 

"We've already done some 
preliminary things," said Kathy 
LaBuda, head librarian, who had a 



meeting with the architect oh July 7. 
"We're looking at what our expected 
population is we'll be serving in 20. 
years and what that- transfers into 
regarding state requirements for 
numbers of tables, chairs, parking 
spaces, etc." • 

. Deadline for completion of the 
study is October. 

In addition to the architect, 
Antioch received $450 to be used to 
bring in a storyteller to Grass Lake 
School District 36, which is served by^ 
'tH81!6faiSrafttrlcL 

In total, 1 the state awarded over 

$1.5 million in grants to 533 'Illinois 
libraries -including several in Lake 
and McHenry counties.

Shoplifting. Stealing. Theft 

Call it what you may. It all means 
the same thing and is an ongoing 
problem in every community for 
store owners and citizens alike. 

Officer Ron Nauman, of the 
Antioch Police Department, 
addressed the concern at a morning 
meeting attended' by nearly 50 area 
business owners and employees. 

• "People do steal, even from me," 
Nauman quipped. "Just yesterday 
somebody took my good Parker pen 
off my desk. By the definition, that's 
sho'pUfting. That's theft." 
• Nauman is quick to add that due 
to the requirements of the law, it 
would be hard to prove, in that 
circumstance, plus he would proba- 
bly not want to take one of his fellow 
officers to court. 

"We. all do have problems with 
shoplifting," Nauman added. 

Starting off with the "legal defini- 
tion" according to the Illinois Crimi- 
nal Code "bible" of law enforcement 
professionals, shoplifting actually 
falls under the "theft" category. 



There are four basic sub-defini- 
tions. The first is to "obtain by decep- 
tion." 

The example Nauman used is an 
adult who takes an item, walks up to 
a young teenage store clerk, and 
attempts to receive a refund without 
having ever paid for the item nor 
having brought with them a store 
receipt. . 

;. The second is. when a person 
attempts to use another person's 
bank or credit card account That 
can be attempted with or without the 
actual checkbook or credit card by - 
the individual attempting to use the 
account number. 

This is one reason persons are 
strongly advised to take any carbons 
from their store receipts and destroy 
them. The other recommendation is 
to never give a. credit card or bank 
account number to someone over 
the phone or through- the Internet 
This makes it too easy for someone to 
unlawfully try to use that information 
for themselves. 

The third is to "obtain unautho- 
rized control by the use of threat" 

The example Nauman used for 
this method Is the old days when the 



school bully would get somebody to 
give them their milk- money. "Now 
days, it'^moved up'to tennis shoes, 
.boom boxes and other things like 
that," Nauman admitted 

The final definition is to "intend 
to deprive" someone, either of the 
item or of the money for which, the 
item costs. 

"If someone takes an item, 'goes 
home, 20 minutes later has a guilty 
conscience and brings the item back, 
that is not shoplifting^ Nauman 
explained "It's only if someone 
knowingly conceals or deprives 
someone of the item." 

Another example, which is 
unfortunately more common, is 
when a child or teenager takes 
someone's bicycle and destroys it or 
just hides it Generally, this is done 
out of revenge, according to 
Nauman. 

"Obtaining or exerting unautho- 
rized control* Is the gist of the defini- 
tion. How that is done wJU determine 
what other legal charges might come 
out of a certain set of cutumstahces. 

"The biggest thing is to prove

Two "royalty" from the Antioch 
and lindenhurst area were among 

the 23 students who spent two weeks 
touring Europe this summer. 

The 1999 Miss Antioch Jenn 
Kerner and the 1998 Miss Linden- 
hurst Sarah Koth participated in the 
trip along with classmates from An- 
tioch Community HlghScfiool and • 
chaperons Sally Kutsor and TomBla- 
sius. The program was coordinated 
through American Council For Inter- 
national Studies. 

One nice thing about the trip, ac- 
cording to Kerner, was that there 
were no "homework" assignments 
as it was just a fun trip and not one 
tied into actual class work or studies. 

After landing at the Munich Air- 
port in Germany, the group drove to 
Salzburg, Austria, then on to Vienna, 
Austria. From Vienna, it was off to . 
Venice, Italy, then on to France with 
stops in Nice and Paris. The trip con- 
cluded in London, England, with the . 
plane trip back home. 

"Venice was beautiful," Kemer, a 
16-year-old Antioch senior, said. 
"We had wonderful weather. We 
took a gondola ride which was really 

fun." 

No automobiles in Venice 
proved kind of strange to the Ameri- 
cans. "There were no roads, all 
canals and walkways," Kerner said, 
admitting they did not go deeper 
into the city where there may have 
been conventional means of trans- 
portation. 

"Frustrating" was the way Kern- 
er termed her feelings toward finding 
.a gift shop in every religious cathe- 
jdjral. 

&£':"A lot of the cathedrals were no 
'longer used," Kemer explained. "We 
walked into the Cathedral de Notre 



Dame in Paris in the middle of a ser- 
vice. It felt kind of strange because 
the tour kept moving through while 
the service was continuing." 

One of the highlights of the trip 
for Kerner was the trip to the top of 
the Eiffel Tower. "It was really neat," 
Kemer recalled. "We got to the top 
just as the sun was setting. It was gor- 
geous. I have a lot of pictures of the 
sun setting over Paris." 

Garden stops were a major part 
of the excursion. "We went to a gar- 
den overlooking the mountains arid 
the French Riviera which was beau- 
tiful. 

In mbstcities/TCemerTdUrtd the " 
native people "pretty nice." 

"We did havoa few encounters," 
Kerner said, with a laugh, recalling; 
"We weren't aware of having differ- 
ent prices depending upon where 
you sit. We went into .this restaurant 
and stopped at a little booth. Then 
we decided to go outside. A waiter 
kept telling us we had to stay inside 
and sit right there." 

Kerner's ability to speak German 
helped out in Austria.- In France, 
^Kerner admitted it was a little harder 
to understand the local people. In 
most cases, someone with the group 
understood could speak the lan- 
guage no matter where they were. 

"They spoke more English than I 
thought they would," Kerner noted. 

In addition to the Antioch group, 
they joined with groups from Ten- 
nessee and Pennsylvania once they 
arrived at Munich. 

A planned political science ma- 
jor when she goes to college, Kemer 
was a little disappointed they were 
unable to see more governments in 
action. 

"Study ahead," Kemer advised 
anyone, planning' to go overseas. 
"Look into the cities you'll be going 

to." • 

"I'm sure there were a lot of 
things we probably missed, but we 
didn't know they were there or did- 
n't know enough about them," Kem- 
er concluded. 



TTie Village of Antioch is explor- 
ing the possibility of allowing unat- 
tended laundromats. 

A request by Phillip Delany, 
owner of West Side Coin on Route 
59, has been taken under advise- 
ment by the village board to consid- 
er not requiring an employee be in 
the laundromat when it is open to 
the public.

The village intends to continue 
to explore the options, with informa- 
tion from the Coin Laundry Associa- 
tion on what other municipalities do, 
along with the amount of success of.

July 6 meeting voiced concerns over 
some backup of raw sewage Into 
their basements. 

Village Administrator Tim Wells 
assured the residents the village is al- 
ready looking into the situation. 

Various sewers are being sur- 
veyed by television cameras in an ef- 
fort to find any problem areas so they 
can be addressed. 

An agreement with. Dipaolo 
Construction Company, developers 
of the Abbey Estates project on the 
village's east side, has been reached 
for the construction of permanent 
streets. 




The village has agreed to take 
oyer maintenance of the streets, 
once construction is completed, 
even though the project is not the 
typical 75 percent completed. 

Due tothe price range of these 
luxury style estate homes, the build- 
' out Is not as typical as a regular sub- 
division. For that reason, the 
board agreed, with the recom- 
mendation of Bob Silhan, village, 
director of planning, zoning and 
building, to allow for final road 
improvements to be made with 
the village handling the mainte- 
nance once completed.

Massage ordinance

Many local professional massage 
"therapists are expressing mixed re- 
actions about new regulations estab- 
lished by the Village of Ubertyville 
governing massive establishments. 

A new ordinance Introduced 
strict procedures that must be fol- 
lowed in order to maintain a busl- 
' ness of massage therapy. 

The establishments must apply 
for a permit and li- 
cense. To obtain a 
permit and li- 
cense the appli- 
cant must have re- 
ceived a diploma 
, in massage thera- 
py from an ac- 
credited educa- 
tional institution, 
or have passed the 
National Certification Examination 
for Therapeutic Massage and Body 
Work. 

Among the many procedures 
and regulations are that employees 
who work for massage therapy es- 
tablishments must be fingerprinted, 
have their mug shots taken and wear 
an identification tag at all times. 

Nancy Palomo, owner of Body 
- Mind Dynamics on Peterson Road, 
. said for too long the profession of le- 
gitimate massage therapy has been 
confused with prostitution. 

"1 would like to see the munici- 
palities coordinate within the state, It 
. would be nice to see them adopt the 
'-same ordinance. It might hold more 
weight for us professionally," Palo- 
mo said, 

Palomo is irritated with guide- 
lines of the ordinance that state that 
no one under the age of 18 can be 
employed in the massage therapy 
business. 

She has employed high school 
students in the past to run the front 
desk and said without their help 
things would not have run as 
smoothly. 

Palomo is also annoyed with the 
licensed staff having to wear identi- 
fication tags at all times. 

Despite the annoyances, she 
feels the ordinance is a step in the 



er massage therapy establishments 
will. The owner and some of the em- 
ployees of Royal Salon were recently 
arrested on prostitution charges. 

He stated that the Royal Salon 
was not temporarily closed because 
of the type of business that was con- 
vening at 246A S. Milwaukee Ave., 
but building and code violations 
closed the place of business. 

In order for the Royal Salon to 
open back up for business they need 
to become licensed as a massage es- 
tablishment, with

the Ubertyville Police Department 
has sent out applications for licenses 
to nine establishments in Uber- 
tyville.

Carey also added that Royal Sa- 
lon can apply for licensing as the oth-

Cupal who graduated from Blue 
Sky Educational Foundation in 
Grafton, Wis., with a degree in pro- 
fessional Myomassology and Myofa- 
cial Therapy believes the Village 
should have met with a group of pro- 
fessional massage therapists in the 
area who would be affected by the 
ordinance. 

"They have only taken Informa- 
tion from other ordinances like- 
Mundelein," Cupal said. 

Cupal's business treats those In- 
dividuals ..who need muscle relax- 
ation and have been referred by chl- . 
ropractors, physicians and obstetri- 
cians and gynecologists, for preg- 
nancy massage. 

"You want people who are hurt- 
ing to come in and feel relaxed and 
relieve the stress," Cupal said. 

Jan O'Malley, owner of the Ub- 
ertyville Massage Therapy Clinic, re- 
quires all employees become mem- 
bers of the American Massage Ther- 
apy Association, have graduated 
from an establishment of Massage 
Therapy and taken and passed the 
National Certification exam. 

O'Malley said, "In light of what 
happened at the Royal Salon, I'm in 
favor and support the ordinance. It 
will eliminate that from happening 
again." y, ■ ■ 

"It will help our profession and 
protect our business," she said. 
O'Malley agrees that it would be 

a good idea that not only cities adopt 
an ordinance to regulate massage 
therapy establishments but also un- 
incorporated areas adopt an ordi- 
nance so "they can't pop up;" 



Motorists warned of 
summer road 'blowups' 



Summertime temperatures can 
cause roads to buckle bringing about 
a safety hazard for motorists, the Illi- 
nois. Department of Transportation 
(IDOT) warned. 

As air temperatures reach the 
90-degree mark and above, Illinois 
roads are damaged by "blowups," a 
situation in which roads buckle and 
often crumble. Blowups are the re- 
sult of extreme internal pavement 
stresses caused by summer mois- 
ture. When heat Induced stress ex- 
ceeds pavement strength roads 
cannot stand the pressure and give- 
away, . 

"Blowups are an uncontrollable 
and unpredictable occurrence dur- 
ing the summer months in the mid- 



west," said Illinois Secretary of 
Transportation Kirk Brown. "When 
these situations occur, IDOTs num- 
ber one priority Is insuring the safety 
of Illinois motorists b y repairing the 
damaged road as soon as possible." 

In the event a motorist encoun- 
ters a road blowup, it is important to 
reduce speed and avoid the dam- 
aged portion of the road. If no police 
and/or IDOT personnel are attend- 
ing to the situation, the motorists 
should call IDOT at (217) 782-2937 so 
proper precautions can be taken and 
repair work can begin. 

In most cases IDOT mainte- 
nance personnel can have a road 
damaged by a blowup repaired with- 
in a couple of hours.

"The biggest thing is to prove 
that someone has actually used a 
product which they stole/ Nauman 
said. The example which he gave 
was a youngster who might have tak- 
en a candy bar and eaten it. How are 
the police, or the store owner, or any- 
one, for that matter, going to be able 
to prove that the wrapper In the 
child's pocket came From the store. 

"There's a state charge, and a lo- 
cal ordinance charge," Nauman ex- 
plained. "There are usually not as 
many persons brought in on the 
criminal charge as there are on the 
local ordinance." 

The one problem in that situa- 
tion is food stores when someone 
takes something that is perishable, 
such as meat 

"The store owner is going to be 
out the cost of the meat because they 
can't put it back on their shelf and 
have someone else buy it," Nauman 
said, adding. "Through the local or- 
dinance, we, the police, do have the 
authority and leeway to have the per- 
son pay the store owner the cost of 



the item." 

In many cases involving juve- 
niles and first-time offenders, at least 
for Antioch police officers, the local 
ordinance generally is used. 

"There is one business in town 
which will prosecute no matter if its 
a pack of gum or a- car," Nauman 
said. "That is the store owner or 
manager's prerogative." 

"The police can generally tell if 
its a repeat offender," Nauman said, 
again referring to Antioch. "It's a 
small town and having been a life- 
long resident, I know a lot of the peo- 
ple and their children. That's an ad- 
vantage for us. In most cases, people 
have good judgment in how they re- 
act to a situation or individual." 

"If a person, even a juvenile, is a 
repeat offender, they will usually re- 
ceive the state charge," Nauman not- 
ed. "Juveniles up to the age of 17 can 
be charged on the local ordinance." 

There are many different types 
of shoplifting, with four major cate- 
gories covering most of the acts. 

The first is concealment. This is 



when small Items are hidden in 
pockets. An extreme example would 
be a woman who appears to be preg- 
nant. In actuality, she has a "hollow 
cavity" which she Is stuffing items 
into. 

Due to increased store surveil- 
lance and undercover security per- 
sonnel, these types of individuals are 
being caught on a more regular ba- 
sis, according to Nauman. 

The other example Is someone 
who comes to the store, bringing 
their own shopping bags. Instead of 
putting items in the cart and going 
through the checkout line, the per- 
son would put them in the bags and 
attempt to walk out without paying 
for them. When approached, the 
person would try to say they already 
paid for them. 

"It's amazing what some people 
will try to do," Nauman said, noting 
people have been caught trying that 
method because* they used the 
wrong store's bags. 

Price tag switching is the second 
most common example. Persons 
would take a lesser price tag off one 
item and place it on another. 

"It's an age old way people 
would do it," Nauman said, quick to 
add. "It isn't happening as much 
now due to computer scanning and 
bar coding of items." 

Employee theft of either 
money or merchandise is the fourth 
most common method.

Sure, the 4th of July fireworks in Chicago arc impressive. This year, however, I 
thought I'd fly to New York and catch the spectacular display which Macy's of 
Manhattan puts on every year. 

In addition to being treated to the best 4th of July fireworks ever, I got a chance to 
experience the real New York, the neighborhoods of Lower Manhattan. 

Of New York's three airports I chose to fly into Newark International, since it is 
the closest to Lower Manhattan. There are also non-stop flights from Milwaukee (my 
favorite airport) on Midwest Express (my very favorite airline) into Newark. 

From the Newark airport it was a $7.00, 20-minute bus ride on the Olympia 
Express to my hotel, the Marriott (was the Vista up until early this year) at the World 
Trade Center. While this is a somewhat upscale hotel, the Marriott chain does include 
it in their weekend special packages, so you can usually get a pretty good rate. You 
also can't find a better location to begin a walking tour of Lower Manhattan.

Dog Wash Ex- 
press, located at 750 S. 
Milwaukee Ave, offers a self-serve 
dog washing facility with waist- 
high, slip-resistant tubs, ramps to 
walk dogs up to the tub, aloe and 
specialty shampoos, brushes, tow- 
els, ear cleaner, pet fragrance, rub- 
ber aprons, and toe nail clips. 

Karen Nasello, owner of the fa- 
cility, said she got the idea from a 
facility in Sacramento, Calif., called 
Launder Dog. She modeled her 
store after that business. 

The facility, which has been 
open for approximately two weeks, 
has specially designed tubs that al- 
low the owner to move around all 
sides of the dog.

83-year-old Antioch resident Westlund creates 
activity board for Alzheimer's patients

ntioch resident Ernie 
Westlund has created an 
activity board for people 
with Alzheimer's disease 
I he builds and donates to pa- 
tient care facilities all over the Unit- 
ed States. 

He makes them from recycled 
laterials or from new materials 
jought with money he receives 
(from recycled soda cans.. 

Westlund is an 83 year-old 
[community volunteer who prac- 
tices the messages of Earth Day and 
| the need to help people. 

Helping people is something he 
I has done all his life. For many years 
I he was a member of the Antioch 
Rescue Squad and served as its 
Captain. 

"When my daughter came up 
with this (activity board) idea, she • 
had about 60 Alzheimer's'patients," 
Westlund said. "I made eight of 
them, brought them up there, and 
solved their problem that very day." 
Daughter Kay Lorenz, a medical 
records technician in Plymouth, 
Wis., was at a patient-care facility 
that wanted something to help their 
residents keep their hands busy and 
to reinforce their memory of how to 
do common, everyday tasks,' such 
as to turn'ona faucet. 

"They had written to numerous 
supply houses," Westlund said. 
Nothing suitable was available, and 
cost estimates suggested it would 
cost between $400 and $500 to 
build what they wanted. 

"'My Dad can do that,'" West- * 
lund said his daughter told her em- 
ployer. Lorenz sent him a list of 
what they needed and Westlund 
made them. "So that's where this 
came about." 

What Westlund makes is a two- 
, foot long board with common 
i household devices attached to it. 
Patients can turn a faucet handle 
land put in and remove an electrical 
|plug, for example. 

The activity board is 26 inches 
)ong and 4 inches wide. On the 
joard are common household de- 
ices. There is an electric box with a 
)lug and a switch. There is a bolt 
vith a wing-nut to turn. There is a 
ioor-knob, a faucet, and a lock set. 
"The board gives them some- 
hing to do with their hands. It has 
i be something they recognize," he 
lid. 
"I've made 120," he said. 
"This stuff is 90 percent recy- 
led material," he said. "I have to 
|uy the faucet and the electrical 
jx. I buy them with the money 1 
:t for the cans." 

Every day Westlund takes a 
jree-mile walk through Antioch. 
finds the materials for his activi- 



ty boards along the way. He also 
picks up, crushes, and cashes-in 
aluminum cans. 

"Sharon Roberts from the (Lake 
County) health department has 
been instrumental in distributing 
them," Westlund said. His activity 
boards have been sent to Phoenix, 
Tucson, Maryland, NewYork, 
Pennsylvania, Florida, Michigan, 
Wisconsin, Indiana, and St. Louis. 
Many facility administrators have 
written to Westlund to thank him 
for the contribution of the activity 
board.

Jeff Oten at Sheridan Health 
Care Center in Zion told Westlund: 
"The 'activity board' has been used 
by many of my patients as well as 
the Sheridan residents who require 
hand-eye exercises, motor skill 
training, and general daily activity 
retraining." 

Suzanne D. Magtnot, a physical 
therapist at Condell Medical Cen- 
ter, told Westlund: "Although the 
board was designed for patients 
with Alzheimer's disease, we have 
found it to be useful with patients 
with fine motor deficits resulting 
from neurological diseases, such as 
stroke and peripheral neuropathy, 
in improving hand and grip 
strength, and coordination." 

She also said, "These patients 
seem to do well with the functional 
aspect of the board in that it en- 
compasses movement patterns of 
the hand, wrist, elbow, and shoul- 
der that are utilized in activities and 
chores in the patient's home envi- 
ronment. We have also begun to in- 
clude these exercises in upper ex- 
tremity function and challenging 
cognitive and motor ability." 

Students in the Special Educa- 
tion District of Lake County have 
used the "gadget board," as they 
called it, to learn and practice how 
' to do everyday tasks. 

One of the boards is used at the 
College,of Lake County School of 
Nursing to train registered nurses 
and nursing assistant students. 

A family member of one patient 
wrote a letter to Westlund to ex- 
press her appreciation. "My won- 
derful Dad. . . received a most lovely 
and useful gift as a result of your

'activity board.' . . . Thank you for 
helping us help Dad with enjoyable 
time. My Dad is in severe dementia 
(Alzheimer's) but is so healthy 
physically. God bless you for your 
interest." 

Westlund started to make the 
activity boards in 1993. He made 
the first set which he immediately 
took to Plymouth, Wis. He kept the 
ninth one he made and now uses it 
as a model for the several dozen he 
has made since then. 

People contact him to request 
an activity board, and he makes it 
for them. Westlund saves wood 
and other materials that he can » 
recycle in order to build the ac- 
tivity boards. He still gets out and 
about, but his pace for making 
them has slowed. 

Westlund served in World War ■ 
II for 44 months. He was a first class 
pharmacist's mate. "I made 50 trips 
across the English Channel hauling 
tanks and ammunition." 

After the war he moved to Anti- 
och and joined the rescue squad in • 
1954. "All were volunteers," he said. 
There were about a dozen of them 
at (hat time. He served as captain 
during 1963 to 1966. 

Today he is the oldest surviving 
member of the rescue squad.

"When I called for the electrical 



inspection, the new inspectors told 
me the pool has to be 12 feet from 
the house," Mathis explained. "That 
was the first time I ever heard of the 
12-foot requirement." 

"I don't understand the village's 
reasoning," Mathis added, noting he 
had contacted several other area 
municipalities and none have any 
requirement of that kind. 

Presently, the pool would be 
about 3 feet from the house, ac- 
cording to Mathis. "I could maybe 
stretch it to four feet," Mathis 
added! 

• "I felt I went about it all in the 
right way," Mathis said. "If it was a 
mistake by the previous village in- 
spector or the village, I don't think I 
should be punished for it by not be- 
ing able to install my pool." 

' Village Administrator James 
Stevens noted some of the distance, 
requirements were made to accom- 
modate emergency personnel, such 
as fire department, with ladders. 

Any change in the requirement 
would necessitate amending the ex- 
isting village ordinance.

This driving school features 

800-horsepower vehicles— and a 

huge thrill for area residents

oingto a driving school 
is often thought of as a 
act of drudge,ry-HBither : 
• required to get a driving 
permit or to keep a traffic violation 
conviction from getting to the insur- 
ance company. 

What about a school where the 
drivers strapped in with more '.than . 
800 horsepower at his disposal and 
are told to go fast, or they will not be 
going at all? 

Anything but an act of drudgery. 
v This is the case with The Open 
Wheel Driving School, owned by 
Randy Sippel of Elkhart Lake, Wis., a 
sprint car driver himself. 

Serving as instructors at the 
June session held at Wilmot Speed- 
way were Gib Wiser of Neosho, Wis. 
a veteran of over 20 seasons of open 
wheel racing including numerous 
area and Wilmot titles. Kenosha's 
Joe Roe; originally from Zidn, a vet- 
eran of more than 15 years of rac- 
ing, seven of those being Interstates 
Racing Association (IRA) titles, a 
Wilmot regular season champi- 
onship and the inaugural "King of 
Wisconsin" sprint car crown, was 
also on hand.

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there's probably over several hun- 
dred thousand dollars worth out 
there, as well as respect yourself." 

"After having a good time, the 
next thing we wantyou to do on the 
track is use your head," said Wiser, 
noting it is very similar to what a 
person should do when driving on 
the street. 

"We don't have all of the an- 
swers," Wiser admitted, noting be- 
tween the instructors, they have 
well over 75 years of race driving ex- 



perience. "We won't claim to. This 
is a entry levelracing experience." 

"Driver comfort," was regularly 
emphasized throughout the class- 
room and on track sessions. "You . 
want to go as fast as you feel com- 
fortable," Wiser emphasized. "Re- 
gardless what they tell you, most 
fast race car drivers do use the 
brakes." 

The safety equipment is gone 
over in detail, both the purpose of 
the items as well as how they are 



properly used. "Good quality belts" ! 
are considered a driver's "lifeline," 
especially if anything happens, 
much the same as seat belts and 
shoulder harnesses in a passenger 
vehicle. 

Driver safety is of the utmost 
concern. Wearing proper nomex 
fire suits, nornex socks, long under- 
wear, a headsock, rieck brace, rac- 
ing boots, arm restraints and a mo-

torsports- appro ved helmet 
are essential. Cost of outfit- 
ting a driver can be in the 
neighborhood of $2,500- 
$5,000. 

Once in the car, the dri- 
ver must become familiar 
with the various controls for 
that particular machine. In 
the case of a 410-cubic inch 
winged sprint car, there are 
usually gauges for oil pres- 
sure, water temperature and 
fuel pressure, along with a 
tachometer. Most tachs are 
digital, making them easier 
to read. 

There is a switch to rum 
on the magneto, which 
serves as the ignition, and 
another switch for the elec- 
tronic fuel pump, if there is 
one. The location of the fuel 
shut off valve Is extremely 
Important— It needs to be on 
for the engine to run, and 
needs to be turned off quick- 
ly In case of fire. Sprint cars 
bum methanol alcohol 
which does not always pro- 
duce a visible flame. 

A sprint car has no bat- 
tery or clutch. It is a direct- 
drive machine— the car is ei- 
ther in or out of gear. A push 
vehicle is used to bump start 
the car. Knowing where and how the 
"In and out" box works is critical. 

On a sprint car typically set up 
for Wilmot's one-third mile semi- 
banked clay oval, a car will have 12- 
to-15 inches difference in circumfer- 
ence of the tires from the left to the 
right rear. 

"If you take your hands off the 
steering wheel, the car should natu- 
rally gradually turn to the left," Wis- 
er explained. 

In the case of the No. 55 
sprinter owned by Hawthorn 
Woods' Jeff Charno of Racers 
Against Hunger, Wiser serves as

"This [party] is a huge event 
for some of our former patients," 
said Sue Skinner, Director of De- 
velopment at the hospital. "We get 
calls all year 'round from people 
who are planning their vacations 
around the event and want to 
make certain they can make it." 

"I call it a celebration of life," 
said Pat Petry, Director of Mater- 
nity Services, in response to a 
question about the continued in- 
terest in the hospital.

Regarding your first question: If 
■you have been doingyour son's, 
homework for him for a long time, 
more than likely, it may have had an 
effect on his ability to handle new 
things and new difficulty levels. Kids ■ 
do learn to handle the work by do- 
ing the material before it. 

-The more chance your son has 
to work on the hard stuff and get it 
right because he did the work, the 
less the fear will be in facing new 
challenges and the more he will feel 
capable of handling more. The key 
is to make sure that the difficulty 
goes up in small increments and 
not large jumps. -■_ 

Another important thing for 
you and other people to know is 
this: most of the kids that I see in 
my program seem to come in at the 
transition times. 

As you might already know, 
each time a chUd makes the transi- 
tion to a new level of school; the dif- 
ficulty goes up and the "spoon feed- 
ing" goes down. By the time kids 
reach junior high, the spoon goes in 
the drawer permanently and the 
kids are asked to do things very inde- 
pendently. If a child has had cogni- 
tive processing difficulties all along 
that have been masked by help from 
parents and teachers, it becomes 
quite apparent and painful for the 
child when the independence re- 
quirement increases. This is why 
these transitions can be so tough! 

Regarding whether your child 
has cognitive processing problems 
or not, I would have to do a screen- 
ing on him to determine that for 
sure, but I wUl tell you what I have 
seen happen with other people who 
have experienced what you have 
said. Many kids that 1 have seen, 
started with some cognitive deficits 
that made them ask for help from; 
, parents, teachers, etc. Once they 



made the connection that asking 
for help meant hardly having to do 
any work, they began to ask for 
more help until one day, parents, 
teachers, etc. are supporting their 
entire workload. So it can start out 
being cognitive deficits arid end up 
both cognitive and behavioral be- 
cause the behavior worked to make 
trie child feel less uncomfortable. 
Think about iL If you felt scared 
about taking something on and 
someone else came along who 
would do it for you, wouldn't you go 
back for more? Most of us would. 

As I said before, I think the key 
foryou will not be in blamlngyour- 
self or looking back. I think your key 
is to get him screened, find out if he « 
does have any cognitive processing 
problems arid then start him on a 
very specific, structured, training 
program to train him how to take on 
the work on his own, without fear. 
Without training these skillsback 
into shape, kids can have a very hard 
time getting on track. This is really 
the heart of what I do in my program, 
so this space won't be adequate to 
explain it fully here, Suffice it to say • 
that I help kids and parents learn 
how to let the child take on the hard 
stuff without flinching. I want 
these kids to be able to look at 
the next upcoming challenge 
and say to, themselves, "I know I 
can do this!" That is my goal for 
every kid that I see.

"With this procedure, patients 
have the benefit of the highest po- 
tential for cure while minimizing 
the cosmetic impact of the surgery

"Certainly prevention is very 
important, but if prevention fails, 
people need to know that there are 
excellent treatment options like ' 
Mohs surgery available," says Hu- 
bert Greenway Jr., M.D., vice presi- 
dent of the College. "Skin cancer is 
not necessarily life-threatening nor 
does its treatment have to be disfig- 
uring." 

Mohs surgeons recommend 
that skin-cancer patients strongly 
consider the procedure if their can- 
cer is large, the edges of the cancer 
cannot be clearly defined, or the 
cancer is in a sensitive area of the 



body like eyelids, nose, ears or lips. 
The surgery is most successful at 
treating basal and squamous types 
of skin cancer. 

Physicians encourage people U& 
protect themselves from skin can 1 -" 1 
cer by using sunscreen and avoid- 
ing the sun. They also recommend 
that patients see their physician if 
they notice any abnormal skin 
blemishes or lesions.

ComEd trims trees to maintain reliable service 



ComEd's tree- trimming work is fully under 
way to help reduce the chance of power fail- 
ures caused by tree contact with its wires, and 
to better assure customer safety. 

ComEd has accelerated its tree-trimming 
efforts to improve reliability across its distribu- 
tion system. Nearly three million trees affect 
overhead power lines within ComEd's service 
territory; about 700,000 of them need attention 
every year under normal conditions. 

"We really care about trees and preserve 
their beautify but we also are committed to 
providing our customers with reliable electric 
service throughout the year," said Paul Appelt, 
ComEd System Vegetation Management su- 
perintendent. 

Approximately $135 million is budgeted 
for tree trimming work from 1999 through 
2001. In 1999, about one million trees will be 
maintained. 

Several years ago, ComEd adopted a more 
„ effective communications process to better ed- 
ucate and inform customers before tree-trim- 
ming work begins. ComEd workers initially try 



to meet with customers in person. If they are 
unsuccessful, they hang an educational packet 
on the customer's front door, which includes 
materials that further explain our tree-trim- 
ming methods and invites customers to call 
ComEd if they have questions and/or con- 
cerns. ComEd will then proceed with the tree- 
trimming work. 

ComEd is committed to preserving the 
natural environment and maintaining safe and 
reliable electrical service; as a result, its profes- 
sional arborists only trim limbs when neces- 
sary. The branches from trimming operations 
are recycled into mulch. 

If customers are interested in planting 
trees that could grow near power lines, ComEd 
recommends they plant tree species that will 
not grow over 25 feet tall. Examples include 
Ivory Silk Japanese Tree Lilac, Autumn Bril- 
liance Service berry, Thornless Cockspur 
Hawthorn, and Common Witch Hazel. 

If a tree limb has fallen on a power line or 
you are concerned about the proximity of a 
tree to the power lines, call 1-800-EDISON-l.

Travel and tourism spending in Illinois sets new record 



Governor George H. Ryan today 
announced that consumer spend- 
ing on travel and tourism in Illinois 
hit a record level of nearly $21 bil- 
lion in 1998, according to the U.S. 
Travel Data Center. Travel-related 
expenditures in the state jumped by 
7.5 percent, more than double the 
national average of 3 percent. 

"When more visitors from 
across the nation and around the 
world come to Illinois and spend 
their money, more jobs are created 
and our tax revenues increase," 
Ryan said. "These latest numbers 
show that our aggressive tourism 
marketing efforts are paying off, and 
the people of Illinois are reaping the 
rewards." 

To endure this trend contin- 
ueds, Ryan secured an additional 
$5.1 million for this fiscal year for 
. the Department of Commerce and 
Community Affairs' (DCCA) 
tourism promotion efforts. The new 
funding will be used for advertising 
campaigns that target both domes - 



.tie and overseas markets. 

Tourism— related employment 
last year supported 297,700 Illinois 
jobs, up 3.3 percent from 1997. The 
jobs — mostly in food service, pub- 
lic transportation and lodging,— 
generated a $6.9 billion payroll, an- 
early 7 percent Increase. Tax rev- 
enues increased by 8.5 percent to 

■$3.9 billion. 

Illinois operates the largest 
state— funded tourism "program in 
the nation, with a total annual bud- 
get of $46 million this fiscal year to 
promote domestic and internation- 
al tourism. Because DCCA's tourism 
advertising campaign Is funded pri- . 

. mariiy through a tax on hotel and 

. motel rooms, most of the cost is fi- 
nanced by out-of-state visitors. 

"Whether we're marketing Illi- 
nois as a weekend getaway or as an 
international destination, the end . 
result is that more people are visit- 
ing our state and spending their 
money here," DCCA Director Pam 
McDonough said. 



The growth in Illinois' tourism 
Industry was led by the internation- 
al market, which saw a record-high 
10.5 percent increase in overseas 
visitors arid an 8.9 percent increase 
in expenditures, accounting for 
more than $1.5 billion of the $21 bil- 
lion in travel-related expenditures. 

To capitalize on this market, . 
DCCA is conduciting research into 
expanding Illinois' presence In 
Japan, Mexico and France. DCCA's 
Bureau of Tourism currently retains 
incountry public relations person- 
nel and trade representiatives in 
Germany and the United Kingdom. 

On the domestic front, U.S. 
traveler expenditures increased 7.4 
percent, while the number of visi- 
tors held steady at 76.3 million. 
However, the number of business 
travelers to doWnstate Illinois in- 
creased by 23.2 percent

honored as 'man of his word'

Donald Deuster lived one of the 
fullest and most honest lives any one 
person could live. 

He wasn't a man that wasted 
time, but rather made use of his time, 
especially in politics, by standing up 
for what he believed in and reshaping 
the future for Americans. 

> He i filled his i homes and offices 
with impressionist paintings he had 
created and renovated desolate land 
Into renowned and nationally recog- 
nized gardens with lily ponds and 
lush vegetation. 

Deuster worked In his law office, 
even after being diagnosed with 
colon caricerTbur months ago, until 
two weeks ago when his health dete- 
riorated and he remained at home 
with his wife of 46 years, Katharine, 
and their four daughters. 

He died July 10 at his home on 
Sylvan Lake in Mundeleih at the age 
of69. 

Deuster worked with some of the 
most influential politicians in Wash- 
ington and Illinois, as well as being 
one of the most influential people in 
the Department of Transportation. 

Bom September 26, 1929, In Mil- 
waukee, he was a graduate of Ripon 
College In Rlpon, Wis. with a degree 
in political science and went on to 
graduate top of his class with a degree 
in law from the University of Callfor- 
nla at Los Angeles. 

Deuster met Katharine while they 
both were studying at Rlpon in 1948'

and married in 1953. 

After graduating from Rlpon, 
Deuster served eight months in Korea 
as an infantry.officer during the Ko- 
rean War. 

He began his career with Kemper 
Insurance Company as a legislative 
assistant to James Kemper Sr., a fund- 
raiser for the National Republican 
Party. 

He followed the Insurance com- 
pany up the north shore line to Liber- 
tyville where the Deuster's lived until 
they went to Washington D.G. in 1963. 

"Get into Politics" was Deuster's 
own television show that aired on 
WTTW in 1960, before he was 
brought to the Nixon administration 
to work with the Department of 
Transportation as a congressional lia- 
son man, Katharine said. . 



In 1971 Deuster took a bill to 
Congress that would subsidize the 
passenger railroad train. 

"He persuaded them to vote yes 
. . . they formed a new passenger 
train and named it Amtrack/' 
: Katharine said, "he was very influen- 
tial with this bill." • 

"He was a guiding force behind 
getting the Amtrack legislation 
passed; That is a very good Indica- 
tion of his effectiveness/* said retired 
News-Sun reporter Ed Nash. 

That same year the Deuster's left 
Washington D.C. and bought their 
lake home on Sylvan -take and 
Deuster was elected, to the Illinois 
house in 1973.

On the issue of Social Security, 
Crane said he favors strengthening the 
Social Security trust fund and giving 
taxpayers greater flexibility to invest a 
portion of their withholding in private 
investment plans.

Deuster, former Nixon aide, dies 

UbertyvtUe — Four months after being diagnosed with 
colon cancer, Donald E. Deuster, formerstate legislator, 
attorney at law and beloved friend; father and husband 
died at the age of 69 at his home in Mundelein.

Search for chief 
closer to home 



During most of the 90s, it was common for Lake County 
municipalities to opt for outsiders to fill chief of police 
openings as opposed to the time honored practice of 
promoting from within. 
Typically, village officials would turn to a screening body of retired 
chiefs to conduct a regional or even national search for a new 
leader for the police department. 

Seasoned veterans of law enforcement with a proven track 
record of administration, more than likely from larger, close-in 
suburbs, provided a ready pool of capable professionals ready to 
step into the chief's job. Usually, recruiting for a new police chief 
rested heavily on the desire of village trustees to bring a new look 
with fresh ideas and methods to local law enforcement. The down 
side with this approach is that qualified members of the depart- 
ment weren't considered for promotion. 

Now there appears to be a trend back to promoting from with- 
in when selecting a new chief. Acting Police Chief W. Michael 
Hosking, with 24 years experience, last week was named chief by 
the City of Lake Forest. He was promoted to deputy chief in 1 989. 
Recently, the Village of Round Lake installed Lt. Charles Foy with a 
record of creditable service as chief. Earlier in spring, Lake Villa 
promoted Lt. Roger Visconti with a background of nearly a quarter 
of a century on the department when the former chief retired. 

Sometimes a new face is vital when a police department 
shake-up is in order. We happen to like the philosophy, though, 
that the rawest rookie can look forward to becoming police chief 
some day by doing a good job and working hard. 



Buffer zone flap 
needs compromise 

If ever a controversy called for a compromise, it's the rhubarb 
over buffer requirements proposed for the Watershed Devel- 
opment Ordinance (WDO). 
Home builders insist that proposals are ineffective and 
confiscatory. Environmentalists prodding elected officials argue 
that 100-foot buffers are necessary and appropriate. Only a few 
years ago, it should be recalled, the accepted distance among 
buffer hardliners was 30 feet between water or a wetlands to sepa- 
rate land for development. 

Granted, builders would install foundations right at the waters 
edge if permitted, but what stretched the buffer zone in the minds 
of watchdogs? What has home developers frothing are more than 
100 amendments to the WDO originally adopted in 1992 by the 
Lake County Stormwater Management Commission (SMC). WDO 
will be part of the Unified Development Ordinance (UDO) now in 
its final stages of compilation after more than two years work. 

Figures offered by Michael Warner, SMC chief engineer, would 
seem to open the door to the common ground needed for agree- 
ment. Or should we say, "dry ground?" Whatever, Warner found 
that of the 2,500 identifiable wetlands, lakes and ponds in Lake 
County, slightly more than 100 are regarded as highly valuable 
habitat or natural resources. So, why should 2,400 points of soggy 
ground or water have so many people tied in such a knot? 

We happen to agree with the builders that designation of 100 
feet for buffer space amounts to land grabbing akin to eminent 
domain. Since when, though, did designation of a wetland drive 
down the price of a residentially zoned lot? Just the opposite. The 
wetlands designation and accompanying buffer zone (whatever 
the distance) merely increases value. Living near natural open 
space is highly desirable. It would seem plausible, if not easy, for 
builders and developers to recover raw land costs for whatever 
buffer zone is agreed upon. 

Perhaps builders are in a snit because buffers are part of ero- 
sion and flood control, the more complicated and costly part of a 
bigger picture. A compromise would be establishing a two-tier 
buffer schedule separating significant areas in need of protection 
from the not so significant. 

' A buffer compromise sounds like a win- win for everyone as 
opposed to flooding where everyone loses.

Every July a half-million 
tourists visit Pamplona, 
Spain, Tor its San Fermln ' 
festival, a nine-day orgy of 
booze and bravado.

. the annual running of the bulls, 
made famous in Ernest Heming- 
way's 1926 novel, "The Sun Also Ris- 
es." 

Each morning, a herd of bulls is 
taunted arid stampeded through the 
narrow streets from their corral to 
the bullring for the afternoon fights. 

Hundreds of revelers, many hav- 
ing spent the night partying, race 
along with tfie bulls over a half-mile 
route lined by thousands of cheering 
spectators. 

Always, some of the runners are 
knocked down and trampled, suffer- 
ing bruises and broken bones. "It's a 
kick," said one American youth. "It's 
manly, macho, dangerous, but ulti- 
mately stupid." 

Last weekend, a young man suf- 
fered head injuries. Another was 
carried for a while on a bull's horn 
that had speared the back of his 
shirt. A 32-year-old Chicago man 
was hospitalized with a 6-inch 
wound to his buttocks. 

Animal welfare groups urge for- 
eigners to boycott the festival; more 
than 50 bulls are killed in each day's 
fights. 

Also last weekend, a matador 
was seriously gored. The bull's horn 
pierced his groin as he tried to 
plunge his sword into the animal. 
He was lifted into the air for several 
seconds, suffering a 10-inch wound 
that may end his bullfighting career.' 
Ole? ... 

. Thirteen nmhershave been. '- 
killed since 1924. The most recent 
fatality was Matthew Tassio, a 22- 
year-old University of Illinois gradu- 
ate in 1995. A month later he was to 
begin his first post-college job at 
Motorola in Libertyville. 

The Spaniards have some 
strange traditions. At other annual 
celebrations they walk on hot coals 
and, ever the animal lovers, throw 
bulls into the sea and drop goats 
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from church steeples. 

In Bunyol, Spain, residents stage, 
an August Tqmatina." Using truck- 
loads of tomatoes as ammunition, 
they wage a wild and crazy war that 
leaves the town square looking like a 
bowl of tomato soup. 

That might not be quite as 
bizarre as the way folks in Other 
lands observe Good Friday. In the 
Philippines in April, IB people 
screamed and grimaced on crosses 
while nails were driven through 
their hands and feet 

News reports often say Spain's 
running of the bulls was "glorified" 
by Hemingway's novel. Actually, he . 
mentioned it on only one page. 
. "The Sun Also Rises* is about 
Jack Barnes, an American writer 
working in Paris in the 1920s. (In a 
1957 movie version, Tyrone Power 
played lake, who travels with friends 
to Pamplona for the fiesta.) 

On page 160, Jake says, "When I 
woke It was the sound of the rocket 
exploding that announced the re- 
lease of the bulls from the corrals at 
the end of town. All the balconies 
were packed with people. Suddenly 
a crowd came down the street, run- 
- ning toward the bullring .„ and then i 
: came the bulls galloping, tossing 
their heads. 

"It all went out of sight around 
' the comer. One man fell, rolled to 
the gutter and lay quiet. A great roar 
came from the bulking. ..I went 
back to sleep." 

Later, Jake asks if anyone got 
hurt at the b ullring. A friend says, . 
"One of the bulls got into the crowd 
and tossed six or eight people."

Q: I am a college student who lives locally and has worked at the 
amusement park for the past two summers. Over the spring 
there is a company that I applied for a position with a private 
vendor that is also in the park, however not affiliated with them. 
Upon my return from school I started my job with them 3 days 
later and after the second day, 1 was told that I was being 
released because I was not on a "rehire" status with the theme 
park itself, and therefore I was escorted off the grounds. Now I 
am without a job for the summer and my parents are angry that 
I am not working. How are they able to squash my ability to 
work for another company?

A: I understand your concern as to being released from your 
new position. However, the only thing you did not address in 
your letter is why you are on a "do not rehire' status. with the 
park. Had something happened during your last summer work- 
ing for them? The answer to this is something you know. If you 
don't and have a legitimate concern, bring it to their attention. 
Perhaps there has been a mistake made. However, keep in mind 
that the park reserves the right to control any hire of employees 
on their property. My guess is that as of the dale of this letter, 
you are still unemployed. That means your summer vacation is 
half over. With the unemployment as low as it is in the state, jobs 
are plentiful. Don't fall Into the rut of sitting back concerning 
yourself with this situation as an excuse for why you are not 
working. If you really feel as though someone has done you 
wrong, question it.. .otherwise... get over it and move on. 

Q: 1 have a question regarding after- Interview protocol. How 
often should a person contact the employer after having inter- 
viewed with them. In particular, I interviewed with a company 2 
weeks ago and was supposed to hear from them within 3 weeks 
from that time. I sent a thank-you note to the interviewer and 
have followed up with 2 phone calls. I was not put through on 
either one of them. Is there a point in time where I may hurt my 
chances by appearing too aggressive? UK. • Gumee 

A: Thank-you notes are a definite must!!! It shows professional- 
ism, respect and appreciation. A telephone call to the interview- 
er, even after the note Is sent, Is beneficial. If you can get 
through to the individual, you may find out if there is a possi- 
bility of.your future with them. Be prepared with what to say 
before you make the call. Good Luck!

Q. What information can I submit to be 
published? 

A. Lakeland Newspapers encourages 
readers to submit stories and story 
ideas through NEWS RELEASES for the 
following: activities of service organiza- 
tions, news of awards and achieve- 
ments, programs open to the public, 
entertainment events, special church 
services and religious programs open 
to the public, and activities and ser- 
vices of interest to retirees. 

Q. How should I prepare a news 
release? 

A. Information of all types of news 
items should be submitted as a written 
news release to the appropriate depart- 
ment. Most editors cannot take infor- 
mation over the phone because of time 
constraints. News releases insure accu- 
racy and save time. 
The two most important points to 
remember are (1) to include all basic 
information in the first paragraph and 
(2) to list the name, and day and 
evening phone numbers of someone 
who may be contacted for additional 
information or clarification. News 
releases should be typed, double- 
spaced, on one side of an 8 1/2" by 11" 
sheet of paper and presented with the 
most important facts listed first Be 
sure to double-check the spelling of all 
names, addresses and other facts. 
Avoid the need to publish phone num- 
bers if possible. 

Q. How can I get an announcement 
published?
